ÎÎ is comforting, therefore, to lind 
some of my ideas confirmed by em­ 
inent dietitians. 
Dr. Robert 
Hutchinson, of the 
I ondon hospital, is recently reported 
to have said: 
•‘Vegetarianism 
is 
harmless enough, although it is apt 
to fill a man with wind and seif- 
nghteou.sness. 
But it is especially 
unsuitable for growing children and 
sedentary workers.” This is the doc­ 
trine I have preached for some time. 
In one of the most authoritative 
medical iournals in the world I find 
a 
recent 
article 
called 
"Dietary 
Facts, Fads and Fancies.” It is by 
a physician in California, certainly 
the home of many such fads. This 
physician, however, is a real dietary 
authority. 
"In general,” he says, "the kind of 
advice most needed for adult pa­ 
tients refers more to the quantity of 
food taken than to particular con­ 
stituents so often maligned. 
"Diet faddists among the laity are 
. usually those who, having found cer- 
. tain varieties of food which they be­ 
lieve useful for themselves today, 
advocate such foods for everyone else 
regardle.ss of conditions 
Tomorrow 
thcv believe something else. 
Their 
own food fads explain everything to 
.tho.'^e who believe.” 
Speaking of newspaper informa- 
I tion on diet, he says: "Reliable m- 
! formation has little .selling appeal." 
' It is to be hoped he is wrong about 
that.

The "dangerous food combination" 


i and "acid starch danger” theories 
arc exploded. "There has never been 
tlie slightest proof that foods which 
are harmless when taken alone can 
' become harmful when taken to- 


i gether in any combination.”

“In recent years we have witness- 


j ed the propaganda for whole-wheat 
bread. Its advocates attribute many 
p f the ills of mankind to milling the 
; grain which removes the bran. They 
assert that white bread is thus de­ 
prived of important vitamin consti­ 
tuents. ignoring the fact that these 
elements are supplied when white 
bread is made with milk, or eaten 
with butter, and in other constitu­ 
ents of the diet. The necessity for 
roughage in the form of bran has 
likewise been overstated. 
Bran is 
indigestible and irritating. As a con­ 
stituent of the diet it is not neces­ 
sary for the well or ideal for the 
sick. 
The cellulase of cooked vege­ 
tables ha> much more to commend
